False teeth will not prevent a 
fireman from doing his duty, Ro 
ert W. Mahon insisted today in a 
suit demanding that Personnel Di- 
rector R. Elliott Scearce abandon 
an “arbitrary and capricioug” rul- 
ing and certify Mahon as fit to be 
a. city fireman. 

Mahon, 31-year-old welder, who 
lives at 6907 Hancock street, filed 
suit in Circuit Court for a writ of 
mandamus, The Fire Department 
is taking on 220 men, and he would 
like to be one of them, but Scearce 
has barred him solely because of 
his false teeth, Mahon alleged. 

There are no minimum stand- 
ards for the number of natural 
teeth a fireman should have, so 
there is no legal basis for the 
personnel director’s ruling, the 
plaintiff continued. His deritures, 
he added, “perform all the pur- 
poses of natural teeth,” as shown 
hy the fact he was accepted for 
military duty and served more 
than three years in the Nayy dur- 
ing the war. 

Mahon lost his teeth as the re- 
sult of an attack of spinal menin- 
gitis when he was in his teens, but 
he recovered fully, he said. 


COURT RULES MILLS

USES STRENGTH TO 
SAVE 2 FROM FIRE 


Hangs From Fire Escape by 
Hand and Catches Pair 
in Other Arm. 


GAMBIER, O., Feb. 28 (AP)— 
Edwin Collins of Grosse Pointe, 
Mich., accomplished an almost un- 
believable feat of physical strength 
yesterday in saving the livés of 
two Kenyon College students. 

Collins, a Kenyon College weight 
lifter, jumped from the window of 
his second-floor room in blazing 
“Old Kenyon” dormitory to a fire 
escape, where he swung by one 


arm. 

In the other arm, he first caught 
a student who jumped from the 
third floor. He transferred that 
student to the fire escape with 
the free arm. 

Still he hung there. The hot 
metal of the escape seared his 
hand, but he clung grimly. Flames 
licked at his face. 

Another student jumped from an 
adjoining second-story window. 
Collins caught him in his powerful 
left arm and transferred him to 
safety on the escape. Loge. 

Finally, he could stand no more. 
He dropped to the ground. 

Collins is a patient at Mercy 
Hospital in nearby Mount Vernon 
with facial burns and badly burned 
hands,

Although Henerfouth's body was 
not found until Saturday night, 
McDonald had been in custody 
since the previous night, when 
Clayton police picked him up on 
suspicion at the east end of Brent- 
moor park. He had a .22-caliber 
pistol in his waistband and was 
unable to explain his presence. 

In re-enactment of the killing 
yesterday, McDonald described 
how he held the pistol two inches 
behind Henerfouth’s head and 
fired one shot as the cab slowed 
to a stop in front of 3 Brentmoor 
park. McDonald then took the 
cab driver’s billfold, which con- 
tained $3, but overlooked $14 in a 
jacket and shirt pocket. 

Ammunition in Pocket. 

When arrested, McDonald had 
50 rounds of .22-caliber ammuni- 
tion in his pockets. An additional 
150 rounds were found in his room 
at the Statler Hotel. Also in his 
possession was a contract from 
the Arthur Murray dancing stu- 
dio at St. Paul, indicating he had 
paid $220 down on an agreement 
to teke 400 dancing lessons for 


$2442. 

McDonald said he had lost his 
$50-a-week job with a battery firm 
in St. Paul last December and 
had come to St. Louis Feb. 8. 

Ballistics tests by the St. Louis 
Police Department have disclosed 
that the bullet fired into Hener- 
fouth’s head came from the pistol 
found on McDonald.

HE stock market has been saying—in the only way it knows how

Robert 
Blum, special assistant to Secré- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal, 
represents Forrestal and the De- 
fense Department. The Army and 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
commander in Germany, are rep- 
resented by Assistant Seeretary of 
War Tracy Voorhees, who may 
succeed William Draper as Under 
Secretary of War and chief Wash- 
ington spokesman for Clay. 

These four men will not, of 
course, make German policy in- 
dependently.

Socks, at a nickel a 
pair, were considered a good in- 
vestment because they could be 
worn for a week and then thrown 
away. Working shoes were $1.75 
a pair and the Sunday kind, fancy 
patent leather, could be bought 
for $2.75 by anybody who could

“Say,” says 
Schwentker, “look at those gal- 
vanized washtubs over there in 
the corner. I remember when I 
used to sell the regulation size 
for two bits and big ones for 35 
cents.

Those were the good old days, 
says Fred Schwentker with a ho- 
hum and he only wishes they had 
lasted longer, for it’s a fact that 
he made more money then than 
he does now, even if he did lose 
a lot by giving credit.

meant long hours and hard 

work. Schwentker was up 
every morning at 5 to feed and 
curry the horses and get the de- 
livery wagons ready, greasing 
them as often as necessary, for 
the roads were rough and in the 
rainy season muddy and the roll- 
ing stock had to be in good order. 
Between 5 and 5:30 the store door 
was unlocked for the early cus- 
tomers and it stayed on the latch 
until 10 o’clock at night and some- 
times later.

When they asked him to take a 
hand in the game he couldn't re- 
gist.
